L.A.M.C. 80.53 Parkway

in the Parkway. For parkway violators, penalties include issuing citations. LADOT is continuing to 
help make our streets safer for all Angelenos, including ensuring sidewalk access for disabled 
stakeholders.

Heads up! Changes Coming to Vista del Mar 

Later this month, LADOT will be working to add one additional travel lane southbound from 
Waterview Street to Imperial Highway and one additional travel lane northbound from Imperial 
Highway to Napoleon Street on Vista del Mar. Parking on Vista del Mar will be removed.

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Vision Zero Spotlight: New Senior Center Speed Limit 

As of August 4th, new speed limit signs have been set up on the east side of Van Nuys 
Boulevard at Hesby Street, by the Van Nuys Senior Center. CD 4 Councilmember David Ryu 
hosted a ceremony for the 25 mph senior center zone signage installation. The signs are in 
effect at all times and are intended to slow down traffic for both elderly pedestrians and elderly 
drivers. Los Angeles’ population is made up of 11% older adults, who account for 25% of 
pedestrian fatalities. This new speed limit aligns with our Vision Zero goals to eliminate traffic 
deaths by 2025.
